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(54) Adjustable/extendable gamnent hanger 

(57) A tubular garment hanger which has extendable arms 1 and an adjustable fulcrum 3, so that ft will 
support the garment perfectly across the shoulder ridge to the arm section and therby preventing it form 
losing its shape. 

The extendable arms 1 are adjustable by using an interference fit between tubular plastic arms and the 
fulcrum is adjusted by using a standard wing-nut type tightening mechanism 4. The tubular shape of the 
hanger provides full support for the garment across the shoulder ridge. 
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This invention relates to an adjustable/^ctendable garment hanger. 

Garment hangers are available in several different g^p=»g and sizes and 
are nonnally given away hy retail outlets, vtoi clothes are purchased. Ihe 
sajority of mass produced garment hangers are adequate far si:s]porting most 
types of garment however there are certain gsoments ^dhich require better 
si^port and care than the average hanger can provide (ie. leather goods, fine 
wool and silk pullovers and shirts respectively) • 

Similarly, the garment hangers ^Aiich are for sale are of a very average and 
st an dar d size. Ihere is currently no hanger availeible \diich can be fUlly 
adjusted to match the exact size and shs^ of a garment to provide full 
si^port and prevent it from losing its shape. 

Gazmait hangers are often used to sqppoxt drying paicticular dothes, 
especially ^dien clothes line drying is ina^iaxpriate and could result in the 
garment losing its shape. Ihe fixed shape of the standard gament harder does 
not really provide an ideal alternative, especially ^en drying ea^iensive 
garments with fine ^farics which are prone to lose their sbap&, 

HhB invention ccnnprlses entendable arms and an adjisstable fulcrum ^Aich means 
that it can scqpport all widths, sizes and shapes of \jpper body garments. Ihe 
arms are sisply pulled or pushed in to fit the shap^size of the garment, and 
are secured by an interference fit between tubulaj: plastic. 



Ihe fulcanm allows the azBis to be adjusted towards and downwards to matcSi taie 
shape of the garment, and is adjusted by siaply ti^±ening a wing nut type 
necfaanisDL

me tubular ants are extenflable (Fig. 1, Ref .i) , witli the inner tube fitting 
inside tJie cuter tube hy xij^ of an interferenae fit (Fig. 3, Iief.6) . Extension 
of the inner aim is halted by the lips at the end of each taibe (Fig.3, Ref .7) . 

rata fulcanm mechanism (Fig. 2, Ref. 3), provides i^pwards and dounuards 
adjustment of the ams (Fig. 2, Ref .5} , am is secured by a wingnut 
meciianiaB (FJ3. 2, Ref .4) . Ihis also secures the hanging device, viiidi is a 
sqarate ccBoponent, to the arms. Ihe enas of the arms ^idcti link at the 
fifl-carai, are te^jered and flat at the end, with an cpening for the wing nut 
mechanism to pass throu^. 

Ihe trouser si??x)rt am (Fig. l, RBf.2), would be available if the hanger was 
develcped without the fiiLcrum device, and orily featured the extemable ams. 
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1. An exbenlable gaxnent hanger jAsbcb tte length of the azns ate fiiUy 
adjustable iy siaply pushing or palling to match the length of the shoulder 
ridge of the gaxment. 

2. An adjustahl^extendable gaznent hanger which is fijlly adjustable enabling . 
the aziDs to be mved upuazds and donnHazds to match the shape of the garment, 
hy siaply tightening tiie wing-nut mechanian. 

3. An adjustabl^ejctendable garment hanger, t*idi has tiibular arms providing 
naJdimm sa^eaA along the shoulder ridge part of a garaeRt. 
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
